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Historic  District 
Boundaries  Approved 

Late  on  the  afternoon  of  July  3,  the  Land¬ 
marks  Board  voted  5  to  3  to  accept  our  pro¬ 
posed  boundaries  for  the  Telegraph  Hill 
Historic  District.  After  five  months  of  intense 
effort  this  was  a  sweet  moment  for  those  who 
have  worked  so  hard  to  see  this  historic  dis¬ 
trict  become  a  reality.  Yet  much  work  lies 
ahead  with  the  Planning  Commission  and 
Board  of  Supervisors  still  to  be  won  over. 

The  final  tally  included  27  pre-1870 
structures — though  one  of  them  is  being  lost 
at  this  very  moment  with  the  destruction  of 
the  Daniel  Geary  House  (c.  1865)  at  280-86 
Union  Street.  However,  on  August  6  the 
Landmarks  Board  passed  a  new  resolution  of 
intent  to  designate  the  expanded  district 
which  hopefully  will  stay  the  issuance  of  any 
further  permits  within  the  district  until  it  is 
signed  into  law  by  the  Mayor.  While  we  are 
still  working  on  final  revisions  to  the  guide¬ 
lines  for  new  construction  within  the  district, 
all  other  documents  have  been  approved  by 
the  Landmarks  Board  and  also  have  been 
found  to  fully  meet  legal  requirements  by  the 
City  Attorney’s  office — further  testimony  to 
the  fine  work  done  on  our  behalf  by  our 
architectural  historian,  Anne  Bloomfield. 

We  want  to  thank  the  Crime  Committee  who 
distributed  our  flyer  for  us  over  the  weekend 
of  June  29—30,  and  the  large  number  of  peo¬ 
ple  who  responded  by  phoning  and  writing 
letters  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Landmarks 
Board.  We  had  an  excellent  turnout  for  the 
July  3  hearing — and  a  rewarding  result — 
but  we  will  need  twice  as  many  people  when 
we  appear  before  the  Planning  Commission. 
The  landmarks  board  acts  only  in  an  advi¬ 
sory  capacity  to  the  Planning  Commission 
and  recent  experience  has  revealed  a  reluct¬ 
ance  on  the  part  of  the  Commission  to  accept 
the  Board’s  recommendations  regardless  of

THD  Sets  the  Pace 
of  Fast  Food 

The  issue  of  whether  fast  food  will  mingle 
with  fettucini  in  North  Beach  has  turned  into 
a  possible  city  wide  moratorium  on  all  fast 
food  restaurants.  In  late  July  the  Planning 
Commission  approved  a  permit  for  a  Carl’s 
Jr.  Restaurant  at  the  corner  of  Broadway  and 
Columbus.  THD  did  not  oppose  the  Carl’s  Jr. 
application  since  the  permit  included  regula¬ 
tions  to  maintain  the  present  structure’s 
facade — regulations  which  THD  was  in¬ 
strumental  in  getting  written  into  the  per¬ 
mit.  Because  it  is  not  a  landmark,  THD  felt 
that  such  controls  were  the  best  way  to  save 
the  building. 

At  the  same  meeting  THD  successfully  op¬ 
posed  a  permit  for  a  Taco  Bell  restaurant  at 
the  site  of  the  former  Broadway  Cafe  on  the 
southwest  corner  of  Columbus  and  Broad¬ 
way. 

The  following  week  Supervisor  Quentin 
Kopp  introduced  legislation  for  a  one-year 
moratorium  on  all  fast  food  establishments 
in  the  Broadway-North  Beach  area.  A  Board 
of  Supervisors  committee  is  scheduled  to  re¬ 
view  his  proposal  on  August  20.  Sub¬ 
sequently  Supervisor  Richard  Hongisto  pro¬ 
posed  a  moratorium  on  fast  food  restaurants 
in  San  Francisco.

Planning  &  Zoning 

The  Northeast  Waterfront 
Bordered  by  Greenwich  St.,  the  Embar- 
cadero,  Broadway  and  Montgomery  Sts.,  the 
Northeast  Waterfront  District  currently  has 
a  65X  or  84E  zoning.  Historically  the  water¬ 
front  for  shipping,  drayage  and  warehousing, 
the  area  is  now  being  converted  to  low  rise 
office  space.  Brick  and  reinforced  concrete 
warehouses  dating  from  the  1850’s  to  the 
present  share  common  features  of  scale  and 
proportion,  color,  texture,  and  use  of  de¬ 
corative  elements.  Building  height  varies 
from  six  stories  at  the  base  of  Telegraph  Hill 
to  four  stories  at  the  Bay. 

THD  feels  the  character  of  this  area  is  special 
and  a  reduction  in  the  height  limit  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  retain  the  character.  The  proposed 
height  reduction  for  future  development  will 
be  in  accordance  with  the  S.F.  City  Planning 
Code,  which  specifies  that  special  use  dis¬ 
tricts  are  designated  to  maintain  districts 
with  special  character  and  protect  them  from 
adverse  over-development. 

Accordingly,  THD  has  submitted  to  the  S.F. 
City  Planning  an  Application  for  Amend¬ 
ment  to  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  City  Planning 
Code,  and  an  Environmental  Evaluation. 
The  Environmental  Evaluation  Application 
is  currently  being  reviewed.  THD  members 
Carolyn  Walker,  George  Rockrise  and  Jim 
Valenti  will  alert  us  to  any  developments.

312  Filbert 

A  proposed  forty-five  foot  high  (with  deck  and 
parapets)  building  at  the  top  of  the  Filbert 
steps  was  appealed  to  the  Board  of  Permit 
Appeals  in  June  and  was  approved  by  the 
City  Planning  Department.  The  matter  is 
under  review  by  a  sub-committee  of  the  Per¬ 
mit  Appeals  Board.  They  have  asked  the  de- 
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veloper  of  the  two-unit  structure,  Donald  and 
Milo  Weaver,  to  submit  alternate  plans  for 
the  site  after  it  became  apparent  that  views 
of  the  East  and  North  Bay  from  Telegraph 
Hill  Blvd.  would  be  entirely  blocked  by  the 
proposed  building.  The  building  would 
stretch  across  almost  all  of  the  137-foot  lot, 
when  an  already  existing  structure  at  the 
rear  of  the  lot  (the  Stackpole  house)  is  consid¬ 
ered.  Rising  from  approximately  240’  above 
sea  level,  the  building  would  go  up  to  as  high 
as  285’  (when  rooftop  appurtenances  are  con¬ 
sidered)  and  would  present  a  huge  wall  bulk¬ 
ing  against  the  open  space  of  Telegraph  Hill 
Blvd.  and  Pioneer  Park. 

The  Park  and  Recreation  Department  re¬ 
quested  that  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals  be 
consulted  regarding  the  erection  of  any 
building  at  the  site,  since  construction  might 
violate  the  City’s  Urban  Design  Plan.  The 
Plan  strongly  condemns  the  obstruction  of 
views  from  city  owned  open  space,  particular¬ 
ly  views  from  public  parks. 

Representing  the  Telegraph  Hill  Dwellers  in 
this  matter  are  J.F.  Petruzzelli,  donating  his 
legal  skills,  and  Rocco  Fazio,  Peter  Dwares, 
and  Martin  Yardley  as  concerned  neighbors. 
Because  of  the  enormous  impact  the  project 
might  have  on  the  view  from  Telegraph  Hill 
Blvd.,  the  S.F.  Examiner  covered  the  con¬ 
troversy  in  an  article  in  June,  followed  by  an 
editorial  asking  that  the  view  from  Pioneer 
Park  and  the  approach  to  Pioneer  Park  be 
preserved. 

In  front  of  the  Permit  Appeals  Board,  Petruz¬ 
zelli  argued  that  the  project  was  illegal  under 
the  City  Planning  Code,  since  a  variance  had 
not  been  obtained.  Petruzzelli  also  main¬ 
tained  that  the  builder  of  the  site  had  no  right 
to  a  view  from  the  entire  length  of  the  prop¬ 
erty,  but  only  the  same  rights  as  others  in  the 
area  have  of  views  from  the  front  and  rear  of 
the  lot. 


The  matter  is  scheduled  to  be  heard  by  the 
Board  of  Permit  Appeals  on  August  28, 1985 
if  the  revised  plans  have  been  finished  by 
then.  THD  believes  that  the  developer  should 
be  permitted  to  construct  a  home  on  the  prop¬ 
erty,  but  one  that  is  in  scale  with  the  sur¬ 
rounding  buildings  and  does  not  block  the 
views  from  Telegraph  Hill  Blvd.  THD  repre¬ 
sentatives  have  devoted  hours  of  time  to 
fighting  the  proposed  building  in  appear¬ 
ances  before  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals  and 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission.  It  now 
asks  that  you  write  letters  (before  August  28) 
to  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals,  Attn:  Jerry 
Berg,  President,  at  City  Hall,  Room  235,  San 
Francisco,  94102  to  demonstrate  your  con¬ 
cern.  Unless  public  sentiment  opposing  this 
incompatible  building  is  expressed,  the  views 
could  be  lost  forever,  with  the  neighborhood 
and  tourists  being  the  poorer.

221  Filbert 

The  Grace  Marchant  Gardens  on  the  Filbert 
Steps  are  threatened  by  a  proposal  to  de¬ 
molish  the  cottage  at  221  Filbert  Street  and 
replace  it  with  a  two-unit  building  three  to 
four  times  larger  than  the  existing  structure. 

The  City  Planning  Commission  in  June  over¬ 
turned  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Landmarks 
Board  recommending  suspension  of  any  ac¬ 
tion  on  the  demolition  permit,  and  approved 
a  Certificate  of  Appropriateness  for  both 
demolition  and  new  construction  on  the  site. 
This  action  of  the  Planning  Commission  has 
been  appealed  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
and  at  press  time  a  date  for  the  hearing  has 
not  been  set.  (It  will  probably  be  in  early 
September.)

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Mechanical  Streetsweeping 
on  Telegraph  Hill 

North  Beach  and  Nob  Hill  have  been  ex¬ 
empted  for  one  year  from  mechanical 
streetsweeping.  A  year  from  now,  the  Super¬ 
visors  of  Transportation  and  Traffic  Com¬ 
mittee  will  evaluate  the  exemption  and  de¬ 
cide  whether  to  continue  it. 


In  the  Committee  hearing  June  26,  Super¬ 
visor  Maher  stated  that  all  neighborhoods 
would  have  the  same  funding.  Thus,  on-foot 
sweepers  will  be  assigned  to  the  exempted 
area.  They  are  Workfare  personnel,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  whom  changes  constantly,  says  DPW, 
making  a  regular  schedule  impossible. 

Certain  commercial  streets  within  the  area 
will  be  mechanically  swept.  The  closest  to  the 
Hill  are  Bay,  Broadway  and  Columbus; 
Powell,  Stockton  and  Grant  from  Broadway 
to  Filbert;  and  Union,  Green  and  Vallejo 
from  Powell  to  Stockton.  These  blocks  gener¬ 
ate  a  great  deal  of  litter. 


In  support  of  the  exemption,  Supervisor  Moli- 
nari  stated  that  of  the  12,000  questionnaires 
he  sent  to  the  area,  he  got  5,000  responses.  He 
also  stated,  “More  than  80%  of  the  residents 
of  the  exempted  area  do  not  have  garages.”

Journalist  Jo  Mancuso,  the  new  recording 
secretary  of  the  Dwellers,  moved  to  the  Hill 
over  four  years  ago  because  it  is  the  best 
neighborhood  in  the  City.

Architect  &  urban  designer,  George  Rock- 
rise,  joins  THDs  Board  as  an  advocate  of  pro¬ 
tecting  the  image  and  charm  of  the  Hill  and 
permitting  only  controlled  growth.  His  pres¬ 
ence  lends  the  organization  additional 
credibility  in  the  area  of  planning  and  zon¬ 
ing.  As  the  voice  of  the  Hill  community  and  a 
long  time  resident,  he  provides  historical  per¬ 
spective  and  articulates  the  Hills  relation¬ 
ship  to  the  City  as  a  whole. 

CPA  and  tax  accountant,  Mary  Faulstich,  a 
former  planner,  is  THDs  new  treasurer.  Be¬ 
sides  concern  for  development  and  historic 
aspects  of  the  Hill,  she  hopes  to  work  on  the 
alleviation  of  the  parking,  litter,  and  crime 
problems.  She  enjoys  the  refreshing  diversity 
of  the  area  and  can  often  be  found  taking 
advantage  of  the  cafes,  steps,  gardens,  and 
views.

Update  on  the  I-Hotel  Site 

THD  has  long  followed  the  plans  to  replace 
the  demolished  housing  at  the  International 
Hotel  site. 

THD  is  opposed  to  large  scale  expansion  of 
office  development  into  Chinatown  and 
North  Beach.  THD  was  promised  at  the  time 
of  the  Washington/Montgomery  Building 
approval  by  the  Planning  Department  and 
Planning  Commission  that  further  extension 
of  highrises  would  not  be  allowed  north  of 
Washington  Street.  The  present  proposal  for 
the  International  Hotel  site,  however,  calls 
for  the  construction  of  a  highrise  that  will 
dwarf  adjacent  lowrise  structures  in  China¬ 
town  and  North  Beach.  By  requesting  “spot 
zoning”  to  allow  these  two  120-foot  towers, 
the  City  is  reneging  on  its  promise  to  resi¬ 
dents  and  property  owners.

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THD  members  Jerry  Petruzzelli  and  Jane 
Winslow  have  been  working  with  the  Heri¬ 
tage  Foundation  and  others  to  ensure  that 
the  plan  proposed  by  Four  Seas  Development 
Co.  is  not  exempted  under  the  950,000  sq.  ft.  a 
year  development  cap  proposed  in  the  Down¬ 
town  Plan.  Thus  far  THD  has  been  success¬ 
ful.  The  final  reading  of  the  Downtown  Plan 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  take  place  on 
August  12. 

THD  recommends  the  project  not  be  ex¬ 
empted  because  exemption  under  the  plan  is 
for  office  projects.  Clearly  the  I-Hotel  de¬ 
velopment  is  primarily  for  low-cost  housing 
(with  offices  provided  as  an  incentive  to  de¬ 
velop  the  site).  Seventeen  floors  of  office 
space  will  be  allowed  to  subsidize  only  7 


floors  of  housing.  One  hundred  sixty-four 
housing  units  were  demolished.  The  pro¬ 
posed  development  replaces  only  140  which 
are  to  be  low-cost  for  only  5  years,  after  which 
rents  can  be  raised  to  80%  of  the  CPI.  The 
mayor  is  also  giving  the  developer  over 
$1,000,000  in  Block  Grants  to  subsidize  this 
housing.  (What  a  windfall  for  the  developer!) 
The  expansion  of  highrise  offices  into  North 
Beach  and  Chinatown  benefits  no  one,  es¬ 
pecially  when  office  space  is  in  excess  supply. 

THD  supports  the  development  of  low-cost 
housing,  without  limit  on  the  time  that  hous¬ 
ing  remains  low-cost.  Read  the  daily  news¬ 
papers  for  up-to-date  information  on  this 
project.

The  Fate  of  the 
39  Coit  Bus 

Claiming  not  enough  passengers  use  the  39 
Coit  bus,  Muni  wants  to  eliminate  the 
Fisherman’s  Wharf  portion  of  the  run  and 
shift  one  of  our  buses  to  another  route.  If 
successful,  the  39  will  not  operate  beyond  the 
North  Beach  Safeway,  which  could  lead  to  an 
attempt  to  terminate  39  sevice  altogether. 

THD  took  the  issue  to  the  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors  last  December.  In  a  move  designed  to 
alleviate  the  traffic  jams  that  clog  Telegraph 
Hill  Blvd.,  the  Board  unanimously  ordered 
Muni  to  launch  a  campaign  to  publicize  the 
line  in  order  to  increase  tourist  ridership  be¬ 
tween  Fisherman’s  Wharf  and  Coit  Tower. 


After  eight  months,  Muni  has  finally  begun 
to  publicize  the  route  in  a  minimal  effort  con¬ 
sisting  primarily  of  Muni  signs  at  bus  stops 
along  Fisherman’s  Wharf.  The  marketing 
campaign  is  unlike  that  originally  conceived 
by  Muni  and  THD. 


It  is  important  that  Muni  move  forward  on 
the  publicity  campaign  it  originally  agreed 
to.  Otherwise  there  will  not  be  a  valid  test  of 
Muni’s  claim  that  no  one  uses  the  Fisher¬ 
man’s  Wharf  portion  of  the  service.  Super¬ 
visor  Nancy  Walker  has  been  attempting  to 
get  Muni  to  deliver  on  its  promise  to  ade¬ 
quately  publicize  the  39  bus.  Let  her  know  of 
your  concern.

location  of  newspaper  vending  machines  and 

requires  the  papers  to  keep  their  newsracks 

in  good  condition.  The  legislation  states  that 

newsracks  cannot  block  passenger  access  to 

Muni  buses,  impede  pedestrian  traffic,  nor  be 

placed  in  long  rows  in  front  of  stores,  offices

Meet  Your  Neighbor 

As  a  junior  at  Duke  University,  Anne  Hal- 
sted  spent  six  months  living  with  an  Italian 
family  in  Florence.  Anne’s  major  in  political 
science  included  economics,  languages  and 
comparative  political  systems.  Brought  up  to 
believe  that  one  should  be  an  active  part  of 
one’s  community,  Anne  recognized  Florence 
as  an  example  of  a  city  proud  of  its  heritage 
and  because  of  its  civic  pride  able  to  remain 
prosperous  while  retaining  its  esthetic  val¬ 
ues.  It  was  there  in  1963,  that  she  became 
interested  in  city  planning. 

After  graduating  from  Duke,  she  moved  with 
her  parents  to  San  Francisco,  took  her  first 
job  as  receptionist  and,  of  necessity,  quickly 
learned  typing  and  shorthand.  During  the 
summer  of  1965 — Anne  speaks  Italian, 
French  and  Spanish — she  worked  in  Luxem¬ 
bourg  writing  articles  for  the  European  Eco¬ 
nomic  Community.

In  1969  she  applied  for  and  got  the  position  of 
Personnel  Assistant  at  United  States  Leas¬ 
ing,  a  corporation  which  then  employed  some 
250  people.  Over  the  years  that  company  has 
grown  to  1700  people,  and  Anne  is  vice  presi¬ 
dent  for  personnel. 

Such  a  career  requires,  at  the  least,  persist¬ 
ence  and  tact.  So,  of  course,  does  being  Presi¬ 
dent  of  THD,  a  position  Anne  held  from 
1977-78.  Under  her  presidency  THD  was  in¬ 
fluential  in  controversial  matters  concerning 
Pier  39,  one  of  which  resulted  in  a  larger 
park,  and  another  in  the  absence  of  an  un¬ 
sightly  tower.  It  was  also  under  her  pre¬ 
sidency  that  THD  worked  with  Levi  Plaza  to 
modify  its  plans.  Anne  was  also  on  the  board 
of  directors  for  five  years,  and  was  vice  presi¬ 
dent  for  two,  a  total  of  eight  very  active  years. 

Anne  was  born  in  Charleston,  West  Virginia. 
Because  of  the  nature  of  her  father’s  corpo¬ 
rate  position,  Anne  lived  in  nine  different 
houses  during  her  childhood,  including 
homes  in  Milwaukee  and  Cleveland.  She  now 
lives  in  a  building — and  a  beautiful  one  it 
is — which  she  bought  in  1978  on  upper 
Montgomery.  Its  deck  offers  a  sweeping  view 
of  the  Bay. 

“Don’t  you  have  something  to  do  with  the 
waterfront?”  I  asked,  and  Anne,  who  is  some¬ 
what  diffident  in  speaking  about  herself, 
allowed  that  last  year  the  mayor  had 
appointed  her  a  member  of  the  Port  Commis¬ 
sion.  She  is  one  of  five  members  who  work 
with  various  agencies  related  to  waterfront 
activity.  When  I  referred  to  the  problems, 
widely  publicized  at  the  time,  between  young 
street  performers  trying  to  make  a  buck  and 
established  waterfront  businesses,  Anne  said 
that  the  problem  was  resolved  “mostly  by 
getting  people  to  talk  with  one  another.” 

In  1971  Anne  Halsted  almost  joined  the  di¬ 
plomatic  corps.  Their  loss  is  our  gain.
